Police officers 
required hospital 
treatment 
after woman 
attacked them 


TWO police officers 
were taken to 
hospital and treated 
for various injuries 
after a stark, naked 
woman attacked 
them in a house in 
Bridgend, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard, reports AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Liza Williams, 45, 


later said she had been 
embarrassed without 
any elothes on and had 
“lost it”. 

Williams, of Rushfield 
Gardens, Bridgend, 
was jailed for a year 
after pleading guilty to 
eharges of eausing aetual 
bodily harm 

PC Michaela Beck 
had her head slammed 
into a mirror, breaking 
the glass and her 


colleague, PC Alison 
Thomas, had her head 
smashed against an 
oven. 

The pair were taken 
to the Princess of Wales 
Hospital and treated 
for injuries including 
concussion and cuts and 
bruises. 

PC Thomas later 
suffered headaches, and 
sleeping problems and 
was off work for 19 
days. 

PC Beck also had 
headaches and sleep 
problems. 

Prosecutor Nuhu 
Gobir said the officers 
went to a house in 
Edwards Street on 
October 26 because a 
woman was reported to 
be refusing to leave her 
ex-partner’s home. 

When they went 
inside, they found 
Williams naked. She 
was told to put her 
clothes on and even 
refused to cover herself 
with a towel. Seconds 
later, said Mr Gobir, 
she began shouting and 
swearing and attacked 
them. 

PC Thomas was 
punched in the face 
twice, her head struck 
against an oven, which 
was on, and she was 
attacked on the floor. 

Such was the force 
of PC Beck’s head 
hitting the mirror that it 
smashed and clumps of 
her hair were tom out. 
Later, Williams revealed 
she had been drinking in 
Bridgend and had been 
embarrassed to be naked 
in front of the officers. 

Her counsel, Lucy 
Crowther, said she had 
sought help for alcohol 
abuse and was ashamed. 

She said she had 
simply had too much to 
drink.

THE Capital City Regional 
Deal team has announced 10 
projects - average cost £3 mil¬ 
lion - in each of the 10 local 
authorities that are contribut¬ 
ing to the deal. 

Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) will be using the funds to 
create a new park and ride at Pyle 
Railway Station. 

The City Deal will see £1.2 billion 
spent, in the main, on infrastmcture 
improvements in south east Wales over 
the next 10 years. 


BCBC’s share will be £11 million 
- £1.1 million a year over the next 10 
years. 

In recent weeks, the figure of £19 
million has been circulating in the 
county borough, but this is incorrect. 

A BCBC spokesperson told The 
GEM that an item in a council report, 
indicating what it would have cost to 
borrow £11 million over 25 years, had 
been “misinterpreted”. 

He said BCBC has “no plans” to 
borrow the City Deal money.

Fly-tipping fixed 
penalty changes 
are approved 


A WELSH Government 
report suggests that 60 per 
cent of fly-tipping incidents 
originate from domestic 
households, and is often the 
result of the householder 
failing to check where the 
waste will end up: allowing 
an unauthorised person to 
take it away, and Ogmore AM 
Huw Irranca-Davies wants 
residents to be aware that 
people who give their waste to 
someone ‘in good faith’ who 
then fly-tips could face a fixed 
penalty notice of up to £300. 

New rules agreed by Assembly 


Members now make it easier for 
councils to take action against 
householders. There has been a rise 
in the number of unauthorised waste 
disposal operators offering households 
what seems to be cut-price disposal of 
waste, but acting illegally and without 
licence. The reason they can cut costs 
is because they are not disposing of 
the waste at an authorised site. 

In 2017-18 councils saw more than 
35,000 incidents of fly-tipping, cost¬ 
ing Welsh taxpayers £2m in clean-up 
costs. Currently, residents can be 
issued with a fixed penalty notice if 
they fly-tip the waste themselves.

This novel was a prelude to his 
becoming one of the world’s foremost 
science fiction authors, with his most 
famous book 2001: A Space Odyssey. 
Through his works, Clarke has been 
credited with many innovative ideas 


well as Mars itself The lander uses 
instruments which delve deep beneath 
the surface to measure its seismologi- 
cal and heat flow properties. 

After three months of testing the 
lander’s systems, InSight has now 
finally started digging in to the planet, 
but it has already hit a few snags. The 
drilling instrument encountered what 
appears to be a couple of stones and 
only managed to burrow about a foot

The hammer in the drill appears 
to be working very well, but so far, 
the environment is not proving too 
favourable. The purpose of the deep 
drilling is to measure the planet’s 
internal temperature. 

The spacecraft has, however, 
already successfully placed a seis¬ 
mometer on the surface, listening for 
potential Mars quakes. The lander is 
currently being rested before burrow¬ 
ing is started up again. 

After that. I’ll have another excuse 
to visit Mars again quite soon.

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Sea defence work will mean a new- 
look promenade for Porthcawl 


PEOPLE in 

Porthcawl were 
given a preview last 
week of essential 
sea defence work 
that is planned to 
start next year. 

Although some of 
the work will support 
regeneration plans 
that were put forward 
last year by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Couneil (BCBC), Robin 
Campbell, a spokesman 
for the engineering 
firm, Amp, was at pains 
to emphasise that this 
is a separate projeet, 
prompted by the need 
to protect existing sea 
defences. 

Work will take place 
in four areas: 

• The existing break¬ 
water (pier). 

• The Eastern 
Promenade, which mns 
from Coney Beach to the 
harbour. 

• At Rhych Point, in 
particular the slipway. 

• The sand dunes on 
Sandy Bay. 

The four areas above 
make up a £4 million 
project, with the Welsh 
Government contributing 
£3 million, and BCBC 
paying the remaining £1 
million. 

A planning applica¬ 
tion for the project will 


be placed in May/June 
and, if approved, work 
will take place during 
2020. 

Mr Campbell said that 
work on the breakwater 
had taken place quite 
regularly since it was 
built in 1820. 

He said that water 
drains away through the 
pier, and material was 
lost over time, although 
there were no concerns 
over the integrity of the 
stmcture. 

It did, however, 
require urgent repair 
work in the 1970s and 
1980s, and work is 
needed to be done now. 

Work at Rhych Point 
and the sand dunes is 
relatively minor, but the 
most involved part of the 
project is the renovation 
of the entire Eastern 
Promenade. 

It was this section of 
the work where local 
people were asked for 
feedback on what they 
would like to see. 

The entire wall will be 
strengthened in various 
areas, and in some parts 
it will be raised. At the 
same time, the existing 
promenaded will be 
remodelled. 

It was in this area 
that local residents were 
asked for feedback. 

One possibility

illustrated was to remove 
the existing raised flower 
beds and create a much 
wider promenade that 
would have room for 
pedestrians and cyclists. 

The spokesman 
said that a number of 
properties in the area 
were at risk of flooding 
if the sea defences on 
the Eastern Promenade 
failed - including those 
in the Griffin Park area. 

It was time, he said, 
to do work that could 


cope with any rise in sea 
levels. 

BCBC published 
regeneration plans last 
year, and indicated that 
the sea defence work 
was ‘phase 4’. 

Phase 1 was a super¬ 
market on the north-west 
of Salt Lake car par, 
phase 2 was some hous¬ 
ing on the north-east 
of the park, and phase 
3 was an upgrade and 
remodelling of Hillsboro 
Place Car park (paid for 


by money raised by the 
sale of land for phase 1). 

However, it was made 
clear that the phase 
4 work will be going 
ahead, subject to the 
planning application 
being passed. It was not 
linked to progress on 
phases 1, 2 and 3. 

Phase 4 work (the 
sea defences on Eastern 
Promenade) is essential 
if BCBC wants to go 
forward with phase 5 
of regeneration, which 


is likely to involve 
building waterfront 
apartments. 

Work on Rhych Point 
will, in the main, be to 
protect the existing slip 
way and the area around 
it from erosion. 

The dunes on Sandy 
Bay have, according 
to the engineers, partly 
repaired themselves, 
as sand dunes are a 
natural defence. Many 
people in Porthcawl 
were not happy when 
the Sandy Bay Caravan 
Park closed, but one 
by-product has been that 
the dunes will require 
less maintenance. 

Work on the dunes 
may include planting, 
fencing, access board¬ 
walks and signage. 

A council spokesman 
said: “The drop-in infor¬ 
mation session proved to 
be highly popular. “ 

We are delighted 
that so many residents, 
business owners and 
visitors came along to 
view the plans, find out 
more and provide us 
with feedback on our 
proposals for providing 
a new phase of enhanced 
sea defences.”

THE Cardiff 
Capital Region City 
Deal has listed the 
first series of pro¬ 
jects where cash will 
be spent, and these 
projects will focus 
on transport and 
infrastructure, with 
each council getting 
around £3 million 
spent in its area. 

The £3 million 
intended for the BCBC 
area will be spent on the 
Park and Ride facility 
at Pyle as part of “the 
development of an inte¬ 
grated transport hub that 
serves the local com¬ 
munity and the nearby 
settlements of Porthcawl, 
Kenfig Hill, Cefiti Cribwr 
and Comelly”. 

The £1.2 billion City 
Deal is financed, in the 
main, by the Welsh 
Government and the UK 
Government, but the 10 
local authorities in the 
area are each contribut¬ 
ing as well. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), for instance, is 
budgeting to spend £.1 
million each year over 
the next 10 years. 

The project, named 
‘Metro Plus’ is aimed at 
unceasing the number of 
passengers who use the 
railway each day from 
40,000 to 80,000 across 
the city deal region.

A MAN who was on a suspended sentence 
for drug dealing went on to commit a 
similar offence after being pressured to 
pay a £1,500 debt, Cardiff Crown Court 
has heard, reports AJSICLUNA. 

When he was arrested, 26-year-old Connor 
Hughes of Queen’s Avenue, Porthcawl, told the 
police: “I don’t want to go to prison.” 

He was jailed for 16 months for possessing 
cannabis with intent to supply and for a frirther four 
months, to run consecutively, for the breach of the 
suspended sentence. 

Recorder RJ Philpotts said: “He got himself into a 
trap which he could not get out of.” 

He told him he had been warned of breaching the 
suspended sentence but he had been found with a 
“drug dealer’s tool kit”. 


Prosecutor Jenny Yeo said that on January 28, the 
police approached a car parked in Merthyr Mawr 
and could smell cannabis. Hughes, who was the 
driver, said there was a box in the boot containing 
drugs he was looking after for friends. 

Police officers found cannabis with a street value 
of £120, a grinder, and digital scales, and on 
Hughes’ mobile phone were messages indicating he 
had been selling the drug. 

He later admitted that he owed £1,500 to a sup¬ 
plier and would sometimes sell to college students. 

Solicitor Nick Hartland said: “Because of his 
debt, he was under great pressure, he is going to have 
to pay a heavy price for what he did. 

“He is relatively young and tells me he believes he 
has learned his lesson.”

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The Bridgend Youth Theatre’s Chorus 
Line just dazzles at the Grand Pavihon

THE Bridgend Youth Theatre (BYT) 
staged a dazzling 20th birthday celebra¬ 
tion last week at the Grand Pavilion in 
Porthcawl. 

Not just dazzling because the finale features 
the 70-strong cast on stage in gold costumes, but 
because the young performers did justice to a 
show that is not at all easy - the classic Broadway 
musical, Chorus Line. 

It’s a tricky proposition because all the cast 
- and about 16 have featured roles - have to 
convince as dancers, and also act and sing. 

It was 14 years ago that the BYT last performed 
Chorus Line, and that was a year when at least 
eight went on to perform professionally on stage. 

The show does have one advantage though. 
Although it is set in the 1970s, it doesn’t date. At 
its heart is something we all relate to - the inter¬ 
view process. Who out there hasn’t at one time or 
another sweated over what to say, and faced the 
fear of rejection? 

The star choreographer Zach (played by a name¬ 
sake, Zak Rossaye) has over 40 dancers turning up 
for an audition. The opening number reveals that 
they are all desperate to get hired, and he says that 
he needs four boys and four girls. 

In the Richard Attenborough movie, this 
role was played by Michael Douglas, and Zak 
compared very favourably as he roamed the stage, 
barking out technical dance move instructions. 

However, he decides that for this show, he needs 
to know more about the auditionees, and he asks 
them to take turns to step forward and talk about 
their lives, hopes and fears. 

A bit of a power trip for Zach? It certainly 
spooks some of the dancers, who panic about what 
to say, and try to guess what he wants to hear. 

The spanner in the works is Cassie (Meg 
Morris). Zach doesn’t need to know about Cassie. 
They were an item once and, it transpires, each felt 
that the other ended the relationship. 

What we do know is that Zach rated Cassie, and 
wanted her to move on and not settle for life in the 
chorus but go for leading roles. She is just back 
from LA, where things went badly, and she wants 
to start her career all over again. 

Back in January, Meg played Nancy in 
Porthcawl Comprehensive’s Oliver! 

She was good in that show, but in Chorus Line 
she was terrific. Perhaps it’s easier for a young 
woman to relate to Cassie. Nancy, after all, lives in 
fear of Bill Sykes, but Cassie doesn’t defer to any¬ 
one. She stands up to Zach and the scenes where 
they argue were intense and powerful. 

Most people in the audience aleady knew she 
could sing and dance, but she revealed a serious 
stage presence. Meg is planning to move on to 
drama college, and this performance will stand her 
in good stead. 

People who don’t know Chorus Line often ask 
what songs are in it, and it’s true that they don’t 
have much of a life outside the show. 

However, it is full of great numbers, and they 
require good singers. The first number that show¬ 
cases their talents is ‘At The Ballet’, where the shy 
Maggie (Lili Mohammed), cynical Sheila (Nim

Jenkins), and the nervous Bebe (Carys Morgan) 
reveal that, despite their different upbringings, 
they were all inspired to dance by seeing a ballet 
company. 

As their voices combined and soared, a ballet 
company, choreographed by Sian Dixon, danced in 
the background. 

(Note: One or two roles were shared, so other 
other audiences will have seen Courtney Taylor 
play the role of Bebe). 

There are comedy numbers in the show too, but 
one which requires a fine voice is Diana Morales 
(Aisling McCormack-Thomas), who tells of how 
she felt out of place in drama school, feeling 
‘Nothing’ in improvisation class. 

It’s a funny song with a big finish, and it’s also 
an ensemble piece, with the cast reacting to what 
she says, and Aisling brought the house down. It 
was good to see this, because Aisling has been a 
BYT regular for quite a while now, and it was a 
really well-deserved standing ovation. 

There was an energetic light-hearted number 
from Jude Blake as Tom, who tells how he started 
dancing after being taken along to his elder sister’s 
dance classes, in the song ‘I Can Do That’. 

Another comedy number is ‘Sing’ in which the 
two Ulrich sisters (Sophie Price and Eliza Barrett) 
combine with their husbands A1 (Patrick O’Neil) 
and Don (Jack Williams) to explain that they are 


dancers because they can’t sing on key, no matter 
how hard they try. 

But the standout comedy number was by Lili 
Smith, who played Val, a talented dancer who 
could not get work until she surgically enhanced 
her figure. The song is officially called ‘Dance: 

Ten; Looks: Three’ but everyone knows it as ‘Tits 
and Ass’. 

It was another performance that brought the 
house down, as Lili has the poise and the sense 
of humour to hold the audience’s attention. As 
she is off in September to study at the Wales 
International Academy of Voice, where they sing 
serious music, this could have been the last time 
she ever sings this number. 

Bobby and Paul, played respectively by Robert 
Davis and Richard Price had monologues, and they 
couldn’t have been more different. Bobby puts up a 
front and sketches out a childhood that has clearly 
been difficult, but he plays it for laughs. 

Paul on the other hand, reluctantly opens up to 
Zach, telling him how difficult it had been to grow 
up gay in a conventional Puerto Rican family. It’s 
his scene that has the biggest emotional impact 
(and another standing ovation) and soon after, with 
the audience now rooting for him, his knee goes 
and he is whisked off to hospital. 

This prompts the cast to face up to life when 
their dancing days are over, and the show’s

emotional climax ‘What I did For Love’ was a 
triumph, with Aisling McCormack-Thomas, Lili 
Mohammed and Lili Smith very much to the fore. 

There are so many other things to praise in the 
show. A great high-energy dance number, led by 
the athletic Huw Evans, playing Richie, was spe¬ 
cial, with the full cast making it work brilliantly. 

At one stage, Cassie has a mini breakdown and 
she cowers in the comer while her ‘other self 
dances for her. Elin Little stepped in to this spot 
and danced beautifully. 

I thi nk I’ve seen all the BYT shows since 2003, 
and BYT director Roger Burnell and his team 
always add something to every show, and one 
constant over the years has been the total concen¬ 
tration on stage from the cast, no matter what age. 
Wherever you look, someone is doing something 
interesting. 

I’ve said it many times before, but the Bridgend 
Youth Theatre is a real jewel in the crown of 
Bridgend county borough.

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Overspend looms 
for Vale Council 
as more children 
are taken into care

Fair bake for 
Fairtrade 
BARRY Town 
Council is currently

GROWING numbers of 
children are going into care 
in the Vale of Glamorgan 
in what’s been described as 
a “very disappointing out¬ 
come” for many families. 

New figures have revealed that 
276 looked-after ehildren were 
in the eouneil’s care in February 
2019 - a 50 per cent jump from 
183 children at the same time in 
February 2016. 

It was revealed last year that 
the council was paying £471,380 
per year to keep just one 14-year- 
old boy in a secure unit after a 
pattern of “complex and challeng¬ 
ing behaviour”. 

On February 27, Cllr Kevin 
Mahoney raised concerns in a 
Vale Council meeting about this 
cost - describing it as a “scandal”. 

He said: “We have had no 
proposals put forward by any 
of the officers on how we can 
address this. 

“£470,000 for one child in 
secure accommodation. That’s 
not far off a one per cent council 
tax increase for the entire county.” 

Council leader John Thomas 
said the spend on one child’s care 
was decided by the courts and 
was out of the council’s hands - 
and it was unfair to blame council 
officers. 


He said: “It’s in the hands 
of the courts where they place 
children. If we have not got the 
facilities at home we have to pay 
for it.” 

The council’s budget for place¬ 
ments for looked-after children 
is expected to overspend by 
£500,000 this year as demand 
continues to grow. 

A council report says: “This 
is due to the increasing com¬ 
plexities of the children currently 
being supported, which results in 
their placement in very high cost 
units.” 

Cllr Ian Johnson, Plaid Cymru 
leader on the authority, said: “It’s 
a very disappointing outcome for 
so many families.” 

He asked if the council 
had approached the Welsh 
Government for more funding for 
looked-after children in the Vale. 

Cllr Gordon Kemp, cabinet 
member for social care, health and 
leisure, said: “There’s constant 
requests particularly through the 
WLGA on to Welsh Government 
for additional funding. 

“The situation is difficult, I 
accept that. It needs to be home 
in mind that the numbers do fluc¬ 
tuate over time. 

“We need to look more at the 
situation of these children and 
the measures the council takes 


to keep the numbers as low as 
possible.” 

Lance Carver, Vale Council 
director of social services, said: 
“In common with the responsi¬ 
bilities of all local authorities, the 
council has a statutory duty to 
provide care and support where 
the needs of a child require this. 

“Where a child is looked after, 
the local authority takes a role as 
corporate parent. These responsi¬ 
bilities include the identification 
of accommodation appropriate to 
the child’s needs. 

“The Vale Council supports 
children looked after in a range 
of settings, always where this is 
possible within their families, or 
where this cannot be achieved, 
within foster care or residential 
placements. The identification 
and funding of placements is a 
challenge for local authorities 
across Wales in the context of 
rising demand and complexity 
and limited available provision. 

“We are working closely 
and productively with Welsh 
Government colleagues to ensure 
that we have safe numbers of chil¬ 
dren looked after and appropriate 
levels of funding.”

Rambling from 
Valleys to beaches! 


SEVEN walkers joined Rachel 
from Penarth and District 
Ramblers in wonderful unex¬ 
pected sunny conditions below 
the derelict St Luke’s Church 
at Abercarn and they set off 
uphill by road, celebrating 
the fact that topcoats, gloves 
and hats were not required. 

Upon reaching the top of the valley 
they stopped for morning refresh¬ 
ment overlooking the beautiful Cwm 
Gwyddon below them. 

Heading across Mynydd Maen 
Common towards the transmitting 
masts on Mynydd Twyn-glas, the rug¬ 
ged pathway was almost completely 
dry, but deep ruts signified that off¬ 
road motorcyclists have caused a great 
deal of damage to the area. 

Locating a grassy bank they enjoyed 
lunch in lovely warm sunshine before 
heading into woodland at Cefn Rhyswg 
to scuff up fallen beech leaves with 
their boots.

But Merchant has 
gone back behind the 
camera and the laptop 
for his latest project, as 
he directs and writes 
the real life story of 
WWE wrestler Paige 
in Fighting With My 


Family. 

Florence Pugh plays 
Saraya, who, along 
with her brother Zak 
(Jack Lowden) dreams 
of being a professional 
wrestler. 

It’s in the genes, as 
her parents Ricky and 
Julia (Nick Frost and 
Lena Headey) are in the 
wrestling world - but 
where they are in 
Norwich is far away 
from the glitz and the 
glamour of the American 
wrestling industry. 

When Saraya and Zak 
get a shot at the big time 
with the WWE, the pair 
have to take their oppor¬ 
tunities and battle to 
get the chance to shine 
at the very top of their 
chosen profession...

Wrestling and cinema 
don’t always make 
for a good mix. Yes, 
Darren Aronofsky’s 
The Wrestler was an 
exception to the rule, 
but films like Ready 
To Rumble, No Holds 
Barred and Walk Like 
A Panther have hardly 
set the cinematic world 
alight. 

Given Stephen 
Merchant’s involvement, 
you would expect 
Fighting With My 
Family to be a wholesale 
comedy, but in actual 
fact it’s a warmly-told 
and hugely charming 
underdog story that, 
while not played wholly 
straight, has a degree 
of emotion that makes 
for a hugely satisfying 
viewing experience. 

The world of wres¬ 
tling is one that is easily 
mocked, yet this is a 
film that showcases the 
hard work that it takes 
to be successful, and the 
luck and effort it takes to 
reach the pinnacle of the 
WWE (the facial rebuke 
one character receives 
when uttering the phrase 
“wrestling is fake” is 
firm proof of this). 

While Merchant 
slighty fudges the

path from a garage 
in Norwich to 
WrestleMania (the 
journey likely far more 
complex and trickier 
than displayed here) he 
does, however, highlight 
the sacrifices Paige made 
in order to achieve her 
dream. 

Rather than a vanity 
project, this is a film that 
examines the life of the 
family surrounding her 
- the tough lives they 
led and how wrestling 
proved to be the family’s 
salvation, a balm to 
soothe old wounds - and

this is where the emo¬ 
tional heft comes from. 

If Paige’s rise is your 
traditional rags-to-riches 
tale (being told you’re 
not good enough, grab¬ 
bing victory from the 
jaws of defeat) then the 
tale of her brother Zak is 
equally as compelling. 

Being told that the 
one thing he has been 
passionate about since 
the age of three isn’t 
going to end up in him 
becoming a superstar 
wrestler is the more 
interesting strand in 
some ways, and works 
as a counterpoint to the 
(perceived) achieve¬ 
ments of Paige. 

It’s a film that is 
surprisingly well-acted. 
Florence Pugh has 
shown in her work 
thus far an ability to 
inhabit many different 
characters, and here 
she has the attitude and 
desire, along with the 
hidden vulnerabilities, 
that make her stand out, 
while Jack Lowden as 
her brother is equally as 
good, a performance of 
real finesse. 

Around them are 
a raft of lovely turns, 
whether it’s Nick Frost 
and Lena Headey as the 
tough-but-tender parents, 
Vince Vaughn playing to 
type as as Paige’s smart¬ 
mouthed trainer and a 
small, but wonderful, 
cameo from Dwayne 
Johnson. 

Merchant’s big screen 
solo directorial debut 
certainly carries the 
hallmarks of his work 
with Gervais, but he 
shows a strong ability to 
carry the story without 
resorting to flashy 
camera work. The script 
may carry a few cliches 
but they work within the 
spirit of the film. 

It may draw in the 
wrestling fans, but 
Fighting With My 
Family deserves to 
be seen by a broader 
audience. Its pull comes 
not from the wresting 
element, but more from 
the universal themes it 
explores - the price of 
success, achieving your 
dreams no matter what 
the cost, stepping out 
from the shadow of your 
family and, as such, 
makes for a really pleas¬ 
ing viewing experience. 

VERDICT: Fighting 
With My Family is an 
absolute treasure of a 
film - charming and 
heartwarming, it’s a 
rags-to-riches-esque 
biopic that gets the 
balance just right. The 
performances all shine, 
in particular Florence 
Pugh and Jack Lowden, 
while Stephen Merchant 
proves a steady and 
sure hand on directorial 
and script duties. 
Reeommended.

Coastal exploration 
for the 

Valeways walkers 


AS the warn sunny February 
weather faded away and March 
promised to come in like a 
lion, seven Valeways walkers 
met John at the Horseshoe 
Inn in Marcross for a walk 
to the lighthouse and beyond.

College. 

The cliff path was narrow but part 
way along, the group came across 
a team from the council, who were 
cutting back the overgrown vegetation. 

The walkers descended the path to 
reach St Donat’s Bay and carried on 
along the cliff to reach King George’s 
Field, named to commemorate the 
Silver Jubilee of King George V. 

Turning inland, the group walked 
through the grounds of Atlantic 
College and St Donat’s Church. They 
walked up Cwm Hancome to arrive 
at Parc Farm before crossing fields 
and passing Marcross Farm to arrive 
back at the pub, where food and drink 
waited.

A FATHER and 
daughter team 
who ran a catering 
business from a 
converted horsebox 
at Ogmore-by- 
Sea beach have 
thanked dozens of 
well-wishers for 
their support after 
they lost their pitch. 

Ian and Megan 
Llewellyn, who live in 
Llantwit Major, had run 
the popular business 
there for two and a half 
years but missed out dur¬ 
ing a tendering process. 

They are now out of 
work and Mr Llewellyn 
said: “It was massively 
disappointing to miss 
out because we had built 
up the business there. 
However, the support 
of the local commu¬ 
nity has been superb. 

“Our contract ran 
until Thursday, February 
28 and we weren’t 
notified until 10.30am 
on that morning that 
we’d missed out. 

“We’ll either have 
to get other jobs or get 
another pitch, but they 
are difficult to come by. 

“On a positive note, 
we’ve had an incred¬ 
ible two or so years. 
We’ve made life-long 
friendships, met some

amazing people and 
been welcomed by the 
Ogmore community.” 

When the business 
announced what had 
happened on Facebook 
there were dozens of 
supportive remarks. 

One poster said: 
“Ogmore just won’t 
be the same without 
The Coffi Pig. You 
and Meg have done a 
fantastic job building 
your business and you 
don’t deserve this.” 

Another person said: 
“We have enjoyed the 
quality service, products 
and fantastic customer 
service. You will be 
sorely missed by us 
and the other residents 


of Ogmore-by-Sea.” 

One woman said the 
tendering process should 
involve more than just 
the ‘highest bidder’ and 
that things like quality 
of service and unique 
selling points should be 
taken into consideration. 

Mike Clogg of the 
Vale Council said: “We 
appreciate this has come 
as extremely disappoint¬ 
ing news to the previous 
tenants. The Coffi Pig, 
and we would like to 
thank them for their 
excellent service over 
the last two years. “As 
a public authority it is 
necessary for us to 
subject our concessions 
to a competitive tender 


process every few years 
to ensure that other busi¬ 
nesses have the opportu¬ 
nity to trade on council 
land and that we continue 
to receive best value for 
our council taxpayers. 

“On this occasion 
another operator pro¬ 
vided us with a better 
offer through the ten¬ 
dering process and the 
council is obligated to 
accept this tender from 
a business perspective. 

“We look forward 
to working with the 
new concession holder 
and also hope that The 
Coffi Pig operators 
will be able to find a 
suitable alternative loca¬ 
tion for their operation, 
which will ensure their 
continued success.” 

He added: “Losing 
a concession is always 
difficult, particularly for 
well-established tenants, 
but the Coffi Pig owners 
will have been aware 
from the outset that 
their contract was due to 
expire on February 28 
this year and that there 
was always a chance 
of their tender being 
unsuccessful due to the 
competitive tendering 
arrangements applied 
to such concessions.”

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Time running out for 
the ‘Save Llancarfan 
School’ protestors 


THE Cabinet of 
the Vale Council 
is standing firm 
in its intention to 
close Llancarfan 
Primary School, 


although the 
cabinet prefers 
to call it a case of 
“migrating” pupils 
to a new school in 
Rhoose. 


Opposition to the 
closure was a factor last 
Thursday when the Vale 
Council’s budget for 
2019/2020 was voted 
down by a meeting of 
the full council. 

Recently-elected 
Rhoose ward member 
Andrew RT Davies, 
and three other 
Conservatives voted 
against, although the 
closure was not the only 
factor in their decision. 

Nevertheless, the 
cabinet voted to go 
ahead with the closure 
on Monday, March 4. 

It will now proceed to 
the Scrutiny Committee 
for discussion and then 
return to the cabinet for 
a final determination. 

The GEM under¬ 
stands that Cllr Gordon 
Kemp, who represents 
Rhoose and is a member 
of the cabinet, proposed 
that the decision be 
deferred for 12 months, 
but this was defeated. 

Andy Farquharson, 
a spokesman for the 
campaign group, said: 


“We are disappointed 
but unsurprised by the 
cabinet’s decision, as 
we’ve long suspected 
it was a foregone 
conclusion. 

“Our hopes now 
rest with the Learning 
and Culture Scrutiny 
Committee to properly 
challenge the educa¬ 
tional and business 
case for the new school 
before final approval. 

“The objection report 
presented by officers 
to the cabinet was a 
lengthy rehash of their 
previous selective 
reports and did not 
properly address our 
concerns or adequately 
consider alternative 
options. At a time 
when the Vale Council 
is facing a difficult 
budget decision later 
this week, it does seem 
a waste of tax-payer’s 
money to proceed with 
building a new school 
with significant surplus 
places, which will also 
divide the community in 
Rhoose to the detriment 


of Rhws Primary. 

“By not properly 
holding officers to 
account, the cabinet 
has let down people 
right across the Rhoose 
ward, set a dangerous 
precedent which endan¬ 
gers all rural school 
communities throughout 
Wales, and as an action 
committee we will con¬ 
tinue to explore options 
for a legal challenge, 
as well take the matter 
up directly with Welsh 
Government.” 

Cllr Andrew RT 
Davies, said: “I’m bit¬ 
terly disappointed with 
the decision taken on 
Llancarfan School by 
the cabinet at the Vale 
Council - regrettably, 
common sense did not 
prevail. 

“However, as a 
councillor for the ward 
I will continue to press 
the case for a viable 
alternative to these 
plans - the fight for 
Llancarfan School is by 
no means over.”

Vale Council are to 
consider amended 
budget this Friday 


THE Vale Council Leader, 
Cllr John Thomas has said 
an amended budget will go 
to a full council meeting 
this Friday, March 8, and 
that the proposed level of 
council tax, 4.9 per cent, 
will remain the same. 

In the last few days Cllr 
Thomas has had diseussions 
with the Labour group which 
has agreed to support him - in 
return for concessions. Last week, 
the council, a Conservative- 
Independent administration, lost a 
vote to get its budget for 2019-20 
approved after four Conservatives 
joined opposition councillors to 
vote it down. 

This week, Cllr John Thomas 
confirmed he had been in talks 
with opposition councillors 
to resolve matters. He said: 
“Following last week’s budget 
vote I held discussions with 
members of my own group, 
including those who did not sup¬ 
port the budget proposals as well 
as several other councillors. 

“Talks continued in the days 
that followed and I am pleased 
to say that new budget proposals 
will now be presented to a 
special meeting of full council on 
Friday. These will include new 
measures to address a number of 
issues raised at the full council 
meeting and subsequently - such 
as an additional £100,000 for 
supporting local bus services and 
setting aside additional money to 
support community uses in the 
development of St Paul’s Church 
in Penarth.” 

He said he had also agreed 
to a request from opposition 
councillors to review a number 
of areas of the council’s work. 

Cllr Thomas went on: “If agreed 
on Friday, this new budget will 
represent a victory for grown-up 
politics in the Vale. Reaching this 
agreement has not been about 
doing deals, but rather being 
mature and perceptive enough 
to consider the needs of all the 
communities we serve.” 

The leader of the Labour 
group, Clh Neil Moore, said he 
and his colleagues had opposed 
the original budget because they 
wanted to make a stand on the 
mismanagement of budgets. 

He said: “However, I had not

expected that members of the 
Conservative group would vote 
against their own budget and as a 
result it was not approved. 

“Due to the unprecedented 
event I agreed, along with Cllr 
Lis Burnett, to have discussions 
with the leadership of the council 
and negotiated an amended 
budget, which includes issues that 
we felt to be important for the 
people of the Vale. 

“We did so knowing that 
unless a budget was agreed, it 
would be both irresponsible and 
illegal; and would leave vital 
services in jeopardy and the most 
vulnerable unprotected. “We 
have negotiated changes in the 
budget that included supporting 
buses that were at risk of stop¬ 
ping, along with support for com¬ 
munities, such as seed funding for 
the St Paul’s Community Space 
Group in Penarth, which have 
been included in the amended 
budget. 

“However, we also required 
other priorities to be included, 
outside the budget report. They 
are the creation of specific fund¬ 
ing to refurbish and upgrade older 
and Victorian schools that do not 
qualify for 21st century funding; 
the removal of proposed town 
centre on-street parking charges; 
a review of LED replacement of 
non-standard lights; increased 
scrutiny to address current 
non-delivery of projects and 
savings; an audit of community 
facilities in Gibbonsdown and 
an equal geographic distribution 
of strong communities grant 
funding.” 

He said it would be “irrespon¬ 
sible” not to agree a budget and 
that’s why he and his colleagues 
would ensure it was agreed. The 
leader of the Plaid Cymru group, 
Cllr Ian Johnson, said he thought 
it was unfair to ask people to pay 
more money for fewer council 
services when the Vale Council 
has substantial reserves: 

He explained: 

“Disappointingly, the 
Conservatives and Labour voted 
together against our sensible and 
constructive suggestion of a 3.5 
per cent increase in last week’s 
meeting. 

“We have aheady seen both 
Tories and Labour voting 
together for a 10 per cent increase

on Barry Town Council, and 
understand that they have been 
meeting this week to talk about 
voting together on the Vale 
Council as well.” 

Clh Gwyn John of Llantwit 
First Independents said that 
unless car parking proposals were 
dropped, he wouldn’t back the 
budget. He said: “I am pleased 
that some money is promised 
towards bus services in the west¬ 
ern Vale, but it is unlikely that I 
will support the new proposals on 
Friday unless Cllr Thomas scraps 
his plans to introduce car parking 
charges at Llantwit Major. 

“If he expects residents of 
Llantwit Major to pay car parking 
charges on top of a 4.9 per cent 
increase in the budget then he can 
think again.” 

Clh Thomas’s decision to 
rely on Labour support will 
come as a bitter blow to the four 
Conservatives who helped to vote 
the budget down: Vincent Bailey, 
Janice Charles, George Carroll 
and Andrew RT Davies. It is 
understood they raised concerns 
with the Vale Leader over council 
tax levels in future years and 
called for a deferral on a decision 
over the possible relocation of 
Llancarfan School in Rhoose. 

They released a statement early 
this week in which they said: “It 
would be wrong to look to the 
Labour Party for solutions to the 
problems created by a flawed 
funding system”, adding that they 
hoped that a Conservative budget 
could be delivered on Friday. 

A Welsh Government spokes¬ 
person said councils should avoid 
delays in setting a budget: “Under 
the Local Government Finance 
Act 1992 councils must undertake 
the calculations which underpin 
the budget and the council tax by 
March 11. 

“While a budget is not invalid 
if it’s agreed later than this date, 
councils cannot set their council 
tax rate and raise their own 
income until they have agreed 
their budgets. Councils will 
want to avoid the uncertainty 
delay causes to local people and 
businesses.”

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City Deal 
hands out the 
cash for new 
transport 
projects 


THE Cardiff 
Capital Region City 
Deal has listed the 
first series of pro¬ 
jects where cash will 
be spent, and these 
projects will focus 
on transport and 
infrastructure, with 
each council getting 
around £3 million 
spent in its area. 

The £3 million 
intended for the Vale 
Couneil area will be 
spent on the develop¬ 
ment of a bus and rail 
interehange at Barry 
Doek Rail Station, eom- 
plete with four to five 
bus bays, provision for 
taxis and the potential 
extension of the existing 
Park and Ride site. The 
£1.2 billion City Deal is 
financed, in the main, by 
the Welsh Government 
and the UK Government, 
but the 10 local authori¬ 
ties in the area are each 
contributing as well. 

The Vale Council, for 
instance, is being asked 
to contribute around £.1 
million each year over 
the next 10 years. 

The project, named 


‘Metro Plus’ is aimed at 
unceasing the number of 
passengers who use the 
railway each day from 
40,000 to 80,000 across 
the city deal region. 

The Leader of BCBC, 
Cllr Huw David, is 
the chair of the CCR 
Transport Authority. He 
said: “The schemes pro¬ 
posed through the Metro 
Plus programme have 
been drawn from the 
priorities of individual 
councils and mirror the 
‘Metro spine’ - creating 
both short and longer- 
term opportunities for 
communities throughout 
south east Wales. 

“The 10 proposed 
schemes within Phase 1 
of the wider Metro Plus 
programme represent a 
diverse range of projects, 
with transport as the 
central component for 
enabling growth, expan¬ 
sion and opportunity to 
be unlocked. 

“Metro Plus provides 
the potential to develop 
a whole programme of 
activity that contributes 
to, complements and 
enhances Metro and 
mobility delivery in the 
region.”

There will be a total of 40 con¬ 
tainers available for pop-up restaurants and small 
businesses. 

Separate proposals on the same site include the 
delivery of up to 42 rental properties. 

A single storey drive-through coffee bar and 
space for a farmers market are also proposed. 
Construction is expected to begin within months.

Motor-cycle pilot 
‘to deter weaving 
and dodging’ 


MOTOR- 
CYCLES will soon 
be able to drive in 
bus lanes in the Vale. 

The council is set to 
introduce a temporary 
traffic order for up 
to 18 months to allow 
motor-cycles in bus 
lanes, to deter them 
from weaving through 
traffic jams and dodg¬ 
ing oncoming traffic. 

If the pilot, which 
could last up to 18 
months, is deemed suc¬ 
cessful motorcyclists 


would be able to drive 
in bus lanes permanently. 

The Vale Council 
cabinet will consider 
the experimental traffic 
regulation order over 
the next two months. 

The rules on whether 
motorbikes can use bus 
lanes without risking 
fines vary from one local 
authority to another. 

Motorbikes are 
allowed to use bus 
lanes in Cardiff after 
the city’s council held a 
six-month trial in 2015.

‘All-Wales approach to revising 
speed limits needed’ says councillor 


THE Vale Council’s cabinet member for 
Neighbourhood Services and Transport, 
Cllr Geoff Cox, has written to Minister 
for Economy and Transport Ken Skates 
AM to set out the council’s view that

THE Vale for Africa charity held a twm¬ 
path on St David’s Day at the St Donat’s 
Centre at Atlantic College.

The twmpath provided an opportunity for more 
than 100 people to hear more about the work in 
Uganda, including support for students at Atlantic 
College from the Tororo community. 


20mph speed limits cannot be realised 
unless Welsh Government takes the lead 
and sets an all-Wales approach. 

While traffic speed is recognised as being a major 
contributory factor to the severity of road traffic 
collisions, evidence to date on the success of 20mph 
limits, in respect to them having any significant 
impact on road traffic collisions or casualties, is 
limited. Cllr Cox said: “I can see the potential 
benefits of 20mph speed limits for specific traffic 
speed related problems. I recognise that there are 
a number of local and national groups advocating 
the introduction of such limits on a significant scale 
across the Vale of Glamorgan, a number of whom 
I have personally met; however I am also aware 
that there are many residents in the Vale who are 
opposed to the concept. 

“Changing the minimum speeds in many areas 
of the Vale from 30mph to 20mph, as is being sug¬ 
gested by some groups, represents a major decision 
for this council and one which I feel requires input 
and guidance from our national Government; due 
to the lack of evidence available of their success to 
date, the juxtaposition of our residents, the cost of 
their introduction (which is estimated at £700k for 
this council), and the fact that this is a Wales, or 
even, a UK wide issue.” 

There are a number 20mph zones in the Vale 
of Glamorgan, the majority of which have been 
implemented as part of an initiative to create safer 
routes to schools.

This summary explained why some of our 


pictures have not scored as well as we would 
have liked. In ah, this was a very interesting and 
rewarding night, especially as Brian is booked to 
judge one of our monthly competitions later in 
the year. 

On January 18 we were given a joint presenta¬ 
tion by two of our members, Dave Green and 
Kathy Edwards. Each gave an impressive and 
varied presentation based upon their particular 
interests. Dave showed a wide variety of sport 
and music subjects, and Kathy showed us shots 
taken on her travels over the years. 

On the first of February we were given a fab¬ 
ulous presentation by Alyn Wallace, of Llanelli. 
Alyn battled the weather to get to us and present 
his low light ‘nightscapes’ and astro-photography 
work and was welcomed warmly. 

He first came to us a year ago and it was 
obvious then from the quality of his work that he 
would be a great success. Since then, he has gone 
from strength to strength having success in major 
competitions such as Astro Photographer of the 
Year, numerous periodical publications and 
image sales; his success has been so great that he 
has now turned professional.

Alyn was very generous with tips and advice 
explaining in detail his entire workflow and 
describing what equipment is needed and, more 
importantly, how to use it! Several of the mem¬ 
bers have expressed an interest in trying out this 
technique and we look forward to seeing some of 
their efforts in future competitions. 

Thank you, Alyn, for one of the most inter¬ 
esting nights we have had in a long time and we 
look forward to your next visiting on January 20 
next year. 


On February 8, we visited the Vale Camera 
Club at Ynysowen for our annual seven-way 
print battle.

The competition 
judge gave a constructive and critical assessment 
and expressed his pleasure at the quality on 
show, with Barry coming a creditable joint third.

The final meeting of the month on the 22nd 
was, as always, our monthly competition and the 
guest judge on this occasion was old friend of 
the club Johnnie Rogers ARPS, AFIAP, AWPF, 
CPAGB. Johnnie gave a measured and construc¬ 
tive criticism and expressed his pleasure in the 
overall standard of the entries which inevitably 
led to the marking being very close.

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Endurance race 
returns to Barry 


SUNDAY, March 
10 sees the return 
of an extraordinary 
test of endurance, 
the Barry Track 
40 Miles and Barry 
Marathon Track 
Race, at the Jenner 
Park Stadium. 

Racing over such 
arduous distances 
pre-dates the modem 
Olympie Games and 
was very popular in 
the mid- and late 19th 
eentury. In Wales too, 
many sueh raees were 
held in Maindy Stadium, 
Cardiff and the first sub- 
four hour 40 miles was 
aehieved there in 1967. 

The loeal equivalent 
at Barry was first held 
on the cinder traek in 
1986 and was won by 
loeal athlete Miek 
MeGeoeh, who remains 
the raee director today. 

After eonverting 
the track to a synthetic 
surface the following 
year, the Barry 40 has 
been held every year, 
and has earned its plaee 
as a eult event on the 
global ultra calendar. 

In the previous 32 
editions no less than 
62 world best perfor- 
manees have been set, 
and three Barry winners 
have gone on to win 
global titles - Carolyn 
Hunter-Rowe (1993), 
Simon Pride (1999) and 
Lizzy Hawker (2006). 

The Barry Marathon 
was created in 2017 as 
an opportunity for those 
who would find them¬ 
selves unable to eomplete 
40 miles in the allotted 
time, and has proved 
a popular under card. 

Two-time win¬ 
ner Steven Way 
(Bournemouth AC) is 
unable to defend his title 
this year, whieh leaves 
a potentially very open 
race. Samantha Amend 
(Belgrave Harriers) 
is the stand-out entry, 
and we eould see an 
outright lady winner. 

Potentially the quiek- 
est in the field is Grant 
Jeans from Glasgow. 
Incredibly loyal to 


today’s event. Grant 
has twiee won here in 
2012 and 2015, and 
last August won the 
Strathaven 50 miler for 
the fifth time in a new 
record. If he has man¬ 
aged to arrive injury-free, 
he will be hard to beat. 

Nathan Flear (3Ms 
Gorseinon) has been 
mnner-up for the last 
two years, as well as 
Welsh Champion. He 
has been training in both 
Kenya and Bulgaria 
lately and flies home 
espeeially for this raee. 

Norwegian-bom Ake 
Fagereng is a seientist 
eurrently based at Cardiff 
University. Now 36, he 
has eontested ultra races 
all over the world and 
most notably won the 
2015 Racing the Planet 
Roving Raee, 250km 
over six days in Ecuador. 
However, 40 miles on 
a traek is a new expe- 
rienee, even for him. 

As always the 
raee ineorporates the 
Welsh Ultradistanee 
Championships, and five 
of the athletes qualify 
for that. The great thing 
about ultradistance is that 
every athlete has a tale to 
tell - a special reason for 
eompeting, if you like. 

Such tales are invar¬ 
iably inspiring. Syd 
Wheeler (Chepstow) 
eomes to Barry to eom- 
pete in the marathon, 
having eompleted a 
marathon every year 
sinee 1983. Syd has 
eompleted the 40 miles 
five times in the past 
between 1996-2002 and 
is now 81 years old! 

Finally we weleome 
a local man, Jason 
Elworthy, who competes 
in the T38 elass. Jason 
eompetes for Barry & 
Vale Harriers, where 
he also eoaches. In 
the past he has mainly 
eompeted in the throws 
and shorter distanees, 
with a longest distance 
of Half Marathon in 
Cardiff, where he set a 
Welsh record of 4:16:49.
